B E it enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and Tem- 
poral, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by 
the authority of the same, as follows : 

5 1. This Act may be cited as the National Board of Education Short title. 

(Ireland) Regulation Act, 1893. 

2. In this Act — Definitions. 

The term “ Commissioners ” shall mean the Commissioners of 
National Education in Ireland, and “Commissioner” shall 
10 mean one of such Commissioners. 

The term “rule” shall mean rule or regulation of the Com- 
missioners of National Education in Ireland, and shall include 
an amendment or alteration of an existing rule. 



3. All rules made after the passing of this Act by the Com- Submitting

as soon as may be, cause the said rule or rules to be laid before 
both Houses of Parliament, and if any such rule or rules shall be 
wholly or in part disapproved by either House of Parliament within 
forty days after the same shall be so laid before both Houses of 
Parliament, such rule or rules, or such part thereof as shall be so 5 
disapproved, shall be void and of no effect. 

7. "When forty days have elapsed from the laying of such rule or 
rules before both Houses of Parliament, it shall be lawful for the 
Lord Lieutenant to declare his final approbation of any such rule 

or rules, or part thereof, which shall not have been so disapproved 10 
by either House of Parliament. 

8. In the meantime the rules contained in Appendix B. to the 
Report of the Commissioners presented to both Houses of Parlia- 
ment by command of Her Majesty for the year one thousand eight 
hundred and ninety-one shall, until altered in manner provided by 15 
this Act, be the rules of the said Commissioners for the purposes 

of National Education in Ireland.
